The project，under the auspices 
of the community college district， 
wasthe onlyprogramin thecity for 
refugees who spoke no English 
and had no vocational skills. 
Located at 31 Cough Street, it had 
offered free five-dav-a-week 
classes in English and job training 
in _ electronics assemblvy，clerical 
work,， power sewing， and 
restaurant operations _ for three 
years， When it closed,， the project 
was Serving more than .415 
students、 with another 300 on the 
aiting list，

“President Carter has already 
doubled the Vietnamese immi- 
gration duota to 14,000 a month， 
a retired San Rafael businessman 
was duoted as saying. “That's 
more than enough，far more， It's 
just adding to the Problems Carter 
hasnt solv ed， like energy and 
higher taxes.” - 

A 49-year-old Peninsula 
accountant Was quoted as asking， 
“Whyv arewealways Uncle Sap? 

Those in favor of admitting all

Each Other for Border Incident 


BEIJING 一 China and the So- 
viet Union reported last week that 
a_ Chinese security officer was 
killed in a_ border- clash between 
the two countries on July 16，bnut 
each blamed the other for starting 
the incident， 

The official New China News 
Agency said last week that the 
Chinese Foreign Ministry，in 3 
note to the Soviet embassy in Bei- 
jing, had accused Soviet troops of 
staging a July 16 ambush in which 
a_ Chinese security officer was 
killed and a veterinarian wound- 
ed,. The Chinese said that the So- 
viet troops .had intruded into 
Chinese territory in northwestern 
Xinjiang province in the Tersadi 
area and carried away the ,vet- 
erinarian and the body of the se- 
curity officer. 


COUNTERCHARGE 

The official Soviet news agency 
Tass later reported a counter- 
charge by the Soviet Foreign Min- 
istry in Moscow. The Soviets said 
that four aimed Chinese soldiers 
had penetrated five-eighths of a 
mile into Soviet territory in the 
east 人 azakhstan region on July 16

officer was kiled and another

On the same day as the inci- 
dent，Ghina had responded to an 
earlier Soviet proposal to open 
talks on improving -Sino-Soviet 


relations. The Chinese suggested 
that such talks begin in Moscow in 
mid-September with Deputy For- 
eign Minister Yang Yuping， 
Chinas ambassador to the Soviet 
Union，as China's representative. 
The Soviets have not yet named 
their Own representative. 

The Chinese say that thousands 
of square miles of border terTitory 
between China and ,the .Soviet 
Union was unjustly claimed by 
czZarist Russia in the 19th century 
and deniand that the Soviets give 
it back. Several border incidents 
have _ been reported _ between the 
two countries, the most Serious;oc- 
curring on the Ussuri River east of 
Xinjiang，in March 1969，More 
than 800-Chinese soldqiers and 60 
Soviet troops were killed. In May 
1978, the Soviet Union apologized 
to_China for what it _ called an 
accidental crossing by a Soviet 
patrol into Chinese territory.
